LEADING END USERS AND POTENTIAL AGENTS/DISTRIBUTORS, 

ETC., AND UNDERTOOK A DIRECT MAIL CAMPAGN TO 125 KEY 
PROSPECT ORGANIZATIONS ON BEHALF OF THE OCTOBER 8-11 
BIOMEDICAL EQUIPMENT EXHIBITION HELD AT THE U.S. TRADE 
CENTER, PARIS. THE CAMPAGN MANAGER WHO WAS IN PARIS

FIRST YEAR SPANISH MARKET AT SOME 120 PACEMAKERS (OVER $5000

FOLLOW UP REPORT, AS REQUESTED, YET RECEIVED FROM COMMERCE.
